In case you would went to make an investment in additional Cherokee Notes I do 
know of an Indian family who has a 5^V note No. 667 dated June 15 end a $1 note 
No. 5^5 dated June 15 th which they will sell for $2,000

ones I told you which Eurgett purchased from me.(l5) ere ell that I have actually 
seen or have xerox record of. Burgett has some*HEARSAY" owners but he s never sent 
me actuel photo's or xerox copies of them. 

Even if there were 5^ or 7^0 knovnpieces they would still be one of the scarciest 
Civil Wer Confederate notes known to exist.
